LIFE OF ELIZABETH OF AUSTRIA, WHO 


WAS KILLED IN GENEVA.

Tim led to many accusa- 
tions of uccoiitricity against her and 
at times to .suspicion ns to her sanity. 


Her fallie; was Maximilian Josef, 


head of the J3iiku:ii'eld-Zweibnieken 
branch of the family, which b"foro 


** 
the French revolution i uled as itide- 
peiuleut sovereigns o\or u biaall iiag- 
ment of German territory. 


The murdered empress was the sec- 


ond daughter of Duke Maximilian, 
and was bora on Christmas eve of 
1837. 
She was therefore iu her sixty- 


first yea> 
-. Late into middle life she was 


held to be one ot the most beautiful 
women inEurope,andshe was particu- 
larly proud of her long hair, falling to 
the ground, which she wa-3 foud of 
wearing loose, even on public occa- 
sions. She was but a few months 
over sixteen years of age when she 
was married to the Emperor Franz 
Josef, in April, 1854. 
A romantic 


story is told of the marriage, which, 
on the emperor's part at least, wa-i a 
love match. His mother, the Arch- 
duchess Sophia, had decided that he 
should marry the eldest daughter of 
Duke Maximilian, who subsequently 
became Princess Thurn uiid Taxis, 
and Franz Josef, who throughout his 
life has been an easy-going man, was 
ready to comply with her wishes. He 
therefore visited his future father-in- 
law preparatory to the announcement 
of the engagement, but before meet- 
ing his destined bride caught sight of 
a young girl, hardly more than a child, 
in the woods, and fell violently in love 
with her at once. On finding out that 
ehe, too, was a daughter of the duke, 
he insisted that she should be his 
wife and had his will in spite of his 
another's objections. 


The young empress was received 


coldly by her mother-in-law and by 
the court at Vienna. She found the 
etiquette and ceremonial irksome after 
the open-air life to which she had 
been accustomed and never bacame 
reconciled to it. Her disinclination 
to submit to formalities increased in 
later life,so that in recent years she 
had rarely appeared at any court func- 
tions. She preferred Budapest and 
Hungary, where the restrictions were 
not so great, to Vienna. As a result 
she was never popular in the Austrian 
capital. 


She bore her husband four chil- 


dren, of whom two daughters are now 
living, the Archduchess Gisela, mar- 
ried to Priffce Leopold, second son of 
the Prince Regent of Bavaria, and 
Archduchess Valerie, married to Arch- 
duke Salvator of the Tuscan branch 
of the Hapsburgs. Her first child, a 
daughter, died at the age of two years 
at Budapest, and with her death the 
empress's marked avoidance of society 
is said to have first become noticea- 
ble. 
A touching story was told of 


this event in Outing some years ago. 
On returning to the palace after the 
funeral the empress, who had borne 
herself unmoved in the church, was 
going up the steps with her husband 
with the court following them, when 
a big dog with which the baby was 
accustomed to play cauie bounding 
down to her. 
She burst into tears, 


dropped on the ground beside the 
dog and sat there crying over him till 
the emperor was able to lead her to 
Jier rooms. The dog slept in her bed- 
room till it died, and she shunned 
Budapest for years. 


When her husband was crowned 


king of Hungary, however, after the 
disasters of ISSo, the Hungarians pre- 
sented the old castle of Godollo to 
her. 
She took a liking to the place, 


where she was ible to live the open- 
air life she lined, and spent much of 
her time there. 
She was fond of ani- j 


mals, and especially of horses; she 
•was called the best horsewoman in 
Europe and would rids at anything 
-when hunting. She took great inter- 
est, too, in horse breeding. 


tihe withdrew more and more from 


court functions, and after the tragic 
death of. her only son, the Crown 
Prince lludolpli, was rarely seen by 
the Viennese. She had driftetl away 
from her husband, too, as her chil- 
dren grew np. Through all her ec- 
centri'-ijies and wanderings no breath 
of scandal evep touched the Empress 
Elizabeth. 
Tue same cannot be said 


of the ejnperor. 
Her habit of taking 


long journeys oniside of Austria be- 
gan long before her son's death. For 
years slie went to England and to Ire- 
land during the hunting season and 
by her lecklcss riding seemed to court 
death. 
The crew of her yacht, the 


Miramar. in whicla she cruised about 
the Mediterranean, learned to expect 
to sail when the weather was stormy. 
In whatever exercise she took up her 
endeavor seemed to be to tire herself 
out. 
The disgraceful circumstances 


Km rounding the crown prince's death 
at Me;«t-" linsj, whether 't was the re- 
sult ol n duel, a murder or a suicide, 
made her still more anxious to avoid I 
men's eyes. She spent large sums of j 


money in building cbii'X'ls to 1m 
mi'inory in different purls of the o:u- 
piie. The building cruzo took posses- 
sion of her, and she spent millions of 
lloiins on her Villa, Achilleion in the 
island of Corfu, where she proposed 
lo end her days. 
Hho ^ayo up the 


idea last year, however, and the villa 
A;us s->ld for much less than it cost. 


For years she has suliered from 


bciiilicn. 
Tho disease !.','rew so that 


borne years ago she was obliged to 
give up hor favorite exercise of horse- 
back riding. She then took to walk- 
ing long distances, twenty o'1 twenty- 
live miles a day. 
This the doctors 


also stopped this spring, and a few 
weeks ago it was anno.iiiced that the 
rheumatism from which she had suf- 
fered was incurable and must lead to 
her death in a few months. The em- 
press's eccentricities and her long 
withdrawals Irom so"iety have re- 
peatedly led to a report that she had 
become insane and was confined in an 
asylum. 
She prer-.er\ed her line fig- 


ure and much of her beauty to the 
lo.st. 
She came out of retirement, 


making her first appearance at a court 
function last spring when at a court 
ball two of her granddaughters were 
introduced to society. 


'.I he Empress Elizabeth was an ed- 


ucated woman and a generous patron, 
of literature and art. 
Her favorite 


poet was Heine. She had a monu- 
ment ei ected on the grounds of her 
Achilleion when one German town 
after another refused to do him that 
honor. 
Besides speaking well the 


languages of civilized Europe, she 
was said to speak all the tongues 
found iu the babel of the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy, and when past 
middle life, thinking to live on a 
Greek island, she took up the study 
of Greek and learned to speak it.

Remedies for Plant Poison. 


'"'I have tried a remedy for the bites 


and stings of wasps, yellow jackets, 
hornets, bees and insects generally 
this season," remarked a Montgomery 
county. Maryland, farmer, "which, 
though new to me, has proved to be 
very efficacious in the number of op- 
portunities I have had to try it, both 
on myself and my family and friends. 
There is 110 way that I know of to 
stop the intense pain that follows im- 
mediately after sting, but a careful 
rubbing of the stung part a few sec- 
onds with the juice of any two plants, 
herbs, leaves or grasses that may be 
handy will shorten the duration of the 
pain, and in many instances prevent 
the swelling which follows some stings. 
It matters not what plant or herbs are 
used. First apply one and then the 
other. The theory of the cure is that 
if the juice of one of the plants does 
not neutralize the poison of the sting 
the other will, and that if both fail if 
tried separately they will work effec- 
tually as a combination. Poison oak, 
or poison ivy, as it is most often called, 
while an irritant itself, is the exact 
opposite if applied as one of the parts 
of the cure. 
Piecently I knew of a 


lady whs, in a hurry to get weeds 
for a painful sting of a wasp, used 
poison oak first and then stramonium, 
or deadly nightshade, either by them- 
selves poisonous to a certain extent 
under some conditions :io many peo- 
ple. 
The combination had the effect 


of stopping the pain from the sting 
and doing no harm themselves, al- 
though under ordinary circumstances 
she was very susceptible to either. 
Poisonous weeds are not necessary. 
The juice from the tomato vine, the 
cabbage plant, pea or beans, or, in- 
deed, any two plants or vines, is pref- 
erable. It is the combination of any 
two of them that seems to be specially 
efficacious in stopping the pain and 
swelling."—Washington Star. 


A Fly-Catching Scheme.

A Maine Ciirlortitv That l.ni-tfe Sums of

Tho most interesting thing I saw 


down in Maine, writes W. Ji. Curtis, 
was u growing stone that belongs to 
11. H. Jlaminond of Smith's Cove.uear 
Winter Uurbor.and lies upon a granite 
post beside the steps that lead to his 
front door. 
it is egg-shaped and of 


perfect symmetry, with the excaption 
that n is somewhat flattened upon the 
side which rested upon the ground. 


Thirty years ago or more, William 


Hammond, a brother of H. K., who 
now lives in San Francisco, picked up 
this remarkable stone upon the edge 
of the cove. 
He was then a boy ten 


years old, and was attracted by its 
regular shape and smooth surface, 
which contains a good deal of mica 
shi.st and sparkles in the sun as if it 
had been sprinkled with diamond dust. 
The boy took the stone home in his 
pocket, for it was very small in com- 
parison with its present size, and 
could have been easily slipped into a 
quart cup. 
He played with it in the 


yard for several years, and it lay upon. 
the mantelpiece in the house during 
the wintei months, but as he grew 
older he lost interest in the plaything 
and it rolled under a lilac bush beside 
the front door. There it remained for 
fifteen years or so. 
When young 


Hammond returned from San Fran- 
cisco he recognized it, biit was' much 
astonished to find that it had increased 
in size and weight to a most remark- 
able degree. 
When he was a child, 


as I said, he carried the stone iu his 
pocket. 
When he recovered it, as a 


man, it was larger than the crown of 
a stovepipe hat and weighed at least 
twelve or fifteen pounds more than 
when he saw it last. H. H. Hammond 
became so much interested in the 
phenomenon that he removed it from 
the ground beneath the lilac bush and 
placed it upon the granite step at the 
right of his front door, where the sun 
rests upon it the greater part of the 
day. 


Shortly after it was placed there, 


about six years ago, Mr. Hammond 
got the meat pedler to put it on his 
scales, and its weight was forty-one 
pounds, which was marked with a 
pencil upon the stone itself with the 
date. Three years later it had grown 
to fifty pounds. 
On the 12th day ol 


May last the stone was weighed again 
by the - same scales and tipped the 
beam at sixty-five pounds. 
Mr. Ham- 


mond then made a series of measure- 
ments and will preserve them for 
future comparison. 
The circumfer- 


ence of the stone by tape measure, the 
longest way,is three feet two and one- 
third inches, while at the widest part 
the narrow way it is two feet four and 
one-half inches. 


Mr. Hammond is a 
respectable 


farmer, is a deacon in the Baptist 
church, and was born in the house 
where he lives. 
Even if he did not 


have so high a "reputation for truth 
aud veracity" the facts about the 
growing stone have been known to 
everybody in the neighborhood ever 
since young Hammond came back 
from California andfoundit under the 
lilac bush. 
Mr. Hammond has been. 


offered large sums of money for the 
curiosity, but will not part with it for 
any price. 


The TSuzzacoti Field Oven. 


Our war department, in spite of the 


example set by European armies, be- 
lieves and clings to the plan of carry- 
ing rations in bulk, with the neces- 
sary ovens, pots and pans for quick 
cooking in camp. 
To that end it sup- 


plies the regiment with company out- 
fits of the Bnzzacott ovens, and the 
states are doing the same for their 
militia. Massachusetts for a long time 
has had ready the full complement of 
these ovens, and it was the work of a 
moment to send the regiments out 
ready for camp life. 


The Buzzacott oven is a most in- 


genious contrivance, composed of a 
nest of sheet h on pans, with boilers 
and roasting racks. 
It is 3 feet long, 


2 feet broad and 14 inches thick, 
weighing 175 pounds. 


On march the Buzzacott oven serves 


as a crate, enclosing all the necessary 
utensils—thirty-five in number—for 
cooking for seventy-five men. 
The 


utensils are specially hand made to 
permit the rough and constant usuge 
incidental to geld service. 
In camp 


the oven disgorges the supplementary 
apparatus, aud transforms itself into 
a skeleton stove. It has three large 
collapsible boilers, by the aid of which 
it can cook fifteen hams together, or 
one barrel of soup. 
Otherwise em- 


ployed, it can prepare at one time 55 
pounds of bread, 200 pounds of roast 
meat or fish, or 90 pounds of vege- 
tables and puddings—American Kit- 
chen Magazine. 


The O3iJe«l Inventor. 


Abner C.Goodel, aged ninety-three, 


of Salem. Mass., is said to be th< 
oldest inventor in the United States. 
He perfected the design of tlie first 
piinting press which printed ou both 
sides of a papcr at onrc, and be also 
di-covered the proce-s^ for preparing 
slcrl and copj^er plates for ou^;avers.

THE MURDERED EMPRESS 


LIFE OF ELIZABETH OF AUSTRIA, WHO 
WAS KILLED IN GENEVA. 


S ho W o cl cl o«1 F ran z »Tosnf W h e n Sho W as 


Mxtoon Yrnra 
Old—Was a 
Beautiful 


W o m a n and tho Kinporor Wan Devoted 
to H e r—A ntipathy io Court Funotions« 
The lale Empress Elizabeth of Aus- 
triii had been conspicuous for ninny 
yours in Kuropo for the persistent 
©Oorts she made to avoid tho official 
duties and functions pertaining to her 
position and to lead her own life in 
liev own w ay. This led to many accusa­ 
tions of eccentricity against her and 
at timos to suspicion ns to her sanity. 


Her fatliei was Maximilian Josef, 
head of tho Birkonfeld-Zweibrucken 
branch of the family, which before 
'k 
the French revolution ruled as inde­ 
pendent sovereigns over a small frag­ 
ment of German territory. 


The murdered empress was tho sec­ 
ond daughter of Duke Maximilian, 
and was born on Christmas eve of 
1837. 
She was therefore in her sixty- 
first year. Late into middle life she was 
held to be one of the most beautiful 
women in Europe, and she was particu­ 
larly proud of her long hair, falling to 
the ground, which she was foud of 
wearing loose, even 011 public occa­ 
sions. 
She was but a few months 
over sixteen years of age when she 
was married to the Emperor Franz 
Josef, 
in April, 1834. 
A romantic 
story is told of tho marriage, which, 
on the emperor’s jDart at least, was a 
love match. 
His mother, the Arch­ 
duchess Sophia, had decided that he 
should marry the eldest daughter of 
Duke Maximilian, who subsequently 
became Princess Thurn und Taxis, 
and Franz Josef, who throughout his 
life has been an easy-going man, was 
ready to comply with her wishes. 
lie 
therefore visited his future father-in- 
law preparatory to the announcement 
of tho engagement, but before meet­ 
ing his destined bride caught sight of 
a young girl, hardly more than a child, 
in the woods, and fell violently in love 
with her at once. On finding out that 
ahe, too, was a daughter of the duke, 
he insisted that she should be his 
wife and had his will in spite of his 
mother’s objections. 


The young empress was received 
coldly by her mother-in-law and by 
the court at Vienna. 
She found the 
-etiquette and ceremonial irksome after 
the open-air life to which she had 
been accustomed and never became 
reconciled to it. 
lier disinclination 
to submit to formalities increased in 
later life,so that in recent years she 
had rarely appeared at any court func­ 
tions. She preferred Budapest and 
Hungary, where the restrictions wore 
not so great, to Vienna. 
As a result 
she was never popular, in tho Austrian 
capital. 


She bore her husband four chil­ 
dren, of whom two daughters are now 
living, the Archduchess Gisela, mar­ 
ried to Priffce LeojDold, second son of 
the Prince Regent of Bavaria, and 
Archduchess Valerie, married to Arch­ 
duke Salvator of the Tuscan branch 
of the Hapsburgs. 
Her first child, a 
daughter, died at the age of two years 
at Budapest, and with her death the 
empress’s marked avoidance of society 
is said to have first become noticea­ 
ble. 
A touching story was told of 
this event in Outing some years ago. 
O 11 returning to the palace after the 
funeral the empress, who had borne 
herself unmoved in tho church, was 
going up the steps with her husband 
with the court following them, when 
a big dog with which the baby was 
accustomed to play came bounding 
down to her. 
She burst into tears, 
dropped on the ground beside tho 
dog and sat there crying over him till 
the emperor was able to lead her to 
her rooms. The dog slept in her bed­ 
room till it died, and she shunned 
Budapest for years. 


When her husband was crowned 
king of Hungary, however, after the 
disasters of 1880, the Hungarians pre­ 
sented the old castle of Godollo to 
her. 
She took a liking to tho place, 
where she was able to live the open- 
air life she loved, and »pent much of 
her time there. 
She was foud of ani­ 
mals, and especially of horses; she 
was called the best horsewoman in 
Europe and would ride at anything 
when hunting. 
She took great inter­ 
est, too, in horse breeding. 


She withdrew more and more from 
court functions, and after tho tragic 
death of. her only son, the Crown 
Prince Rudolph, was rarely seen by 
the Viennese. 
She had drifted away 
from her husband, too, as her chil­ 
dren grew up. 
Through all her ec­ 
centricities and wauderings 110 breath 
of scandul eveii touched the Empress 
Elizabeth. 
The same cannot be said 
of the emperor. 
Her habit of taking 
long journeys outside of Austria be­ 
gan loug before her sou’s death. 
For 
years she went to England and to Ire ­ 
land during the hunting season and 
by her reckless riding seemed to court 
death. 
The crew of her yacht, the 
Miramar, in which she cruised about 
the Mediterranean, learned to expect 
to sail when the weather was stormy, 
In whatever exercise she took up her 
endeavor seemed to bo to tire herself 
out. 
The disgraceful circumstances 
surrounding the crown prince’s death 
at Meyerling, whether it was the re­ 
sult of a duel, a murder or a suicide, 
made her still more anxious to avoid 
¿lien's eyes. 
She spent large sums of 


money in building chapels to bis 
memory in diiiorent parts of tho em­ 
pire. Tho building crazo took posses­ 
sion of her, and sho spent millions of 
florins 011 hor Villa Achillcion in tho 
island of Corfu, where she proposed 
to end hor days. 
She gaye up the 
idea last year, however, and tho villa 
was sold for much less than it cost. 


For years sho has suffered from 
sciatica. 
Tho disease grow so that 
some years ago she was obliged to 
give up her favorite exorcise of horse­ 
back riding. 
She thou took to walk­ 
ing long distances, twenty or twenty- 
live miles a dav. 
This tho doctors 
also stopped this spring, and a few 
weeks ago it was announced that the 
rheumatism from which she had suf­ 
fered was incurable and must lead to 
her death in a few months. 
Tho em­ 
press's eccentricities and hor long 
withdrawals from society havo re­ 
peatedly led to a report that she had 
become insane and was confined in an 
asylum. 
Sho preserved her lino fig­ 
ure and much of her beauty to the 
Inst. 
She came out of retirement, 
making her first appearance at a court 
function last spring when at a court 
ball two of hor granddaughters wore 
introduced to society. 


r.l he Empress Elizabeth was an ed­ 
ucated woman and a generous patron 
of literature and art. 
lier favorite 
poot was Heine. 
She had a monu­ 
ment erected on tho grounds of hor 
Achilleion when one German town 
after another refused to do him that 
honor. 
Besides speaking well the 
languages of civilized Europo, she 
was said to »j^eak all the tongues 
found in the babel of the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy, and when past 
middle life, 
thinking to live on a 
Greek island, she took up tho study 
of Greek and learned to speak it.

R e m e d ie s for P la n t Poison. 


“I have tried a remedy for the bites 
and stings of wasjjs, yellow jackets, 
hornets, bees and insects generally 
this season,” remarked a Montgomery 
county, Maryland, farmer, 
“ which, 
though new to me, has proved to be 
very efficacious in the number of op­ 
portunities I have had to try it, both 
011 myself and my family and friends. 
There is no way that I know of to 
stop the intense pain that follows im­ 
mediately after sting, but a careful 
rubbing of the stung part a few sec­ 
onds with the juice of any two plants, 
herbs, leaves or grasses that may be 
handy will shorten the duration of the 
pain, aud in many instances prevent 
the swelling which follows some stings. 
It matters not what plant or herbs are 
used. 
First apply one and then tho 
other. 
The theory of tho cure is that 
if the juice of one of the plants does 
not neutralize tho poison of the sting 
the other will, and that if both fail if 
tried separately they will work effec­ 
tually as a combination. 
Poison oak, 
or poison ivy, as it is most often called, 
while an irritant itself, is the exact 
opposite if applied as one of the parts 
of the cure. 
Recently I knew of a 
lady who, in a hurry to get weeds 
for a painful sting of a wasp, used 
poison oak first and then stramonium, 
or deadly nightshade, either by them­ 
selves poisonous to a certain extent 
under some conditions *to many peo­ 
ple. 
The combination had the effect 
of stopping the pain from the sting 
and doing no harm themselves, al­ 
though under ordinary circumstances 
she was very susceptible to either. 
Poisonous weeds are not necessary. 
The juice from the tomato vine, the 
cabbage i^lant, pea or beans, or, in­ 
deed, any two plants or vines, is pref­ 
erable. 
It is the combination of anv 
•/ 


two of them that seems to b& sj:>ecially 
officacious in stopping the pain and 
swelling.”—Washington Star.

A GROWING STONE, 


A M aine Curiosity T h a t I^argo Sum s of 
M oney Fall to I*uy. 


Tho most interesting thing I saw 
down in Maine, 
writes W, E. Curtis, 
wfas a growiug stone that belongs to 
Ii. H. Hammond of Smith’s Cove,near 
Winter Harbor, and lies upon a granite 
post beside the steps that lead to his 
front door. 
It is egg-shaped and of 
perfect symmetry, with the exception 
that it is somewhat flattened upon the 
side Avhich rested upon the ground. 


Thirty years ago or more, William 
Hammond, a brother of H. K., who 
now lives in San Francisco, picked up 
this remarkable stone upon the edge 
of tho cove. 
He was then a boy ten 
years old, and was attracted by its 
regular shape and smooth surface, 
which contains a good deal of mica 
shist and sparkles in tho sun as if it 
had been sprinkled with diamond dust. 
The boy took tho stone homo in his 
pocket, for it was very small in com­ 
parison with its present size, and 
could havo been easily slipped into a 
quart cup. 
He played with it in tho 
yard for several years, and it lay upon, 
tho mantelpiece in the house during 
the winter months, 
but as I10 grew 
older he lost interest in the plaything 
and it rolled under a lilac bush beside 
the front door. There it remained for 
fifteen years or so. 
When young 
Hammond returned from San F ran­ 
cisco he recognized it, but was much 
astonished to find that it had increased 
in size and weight to a most remark­ 
able degree. 
When he was a child, 
as I said, ho carried the stone in his 
pocket. 
When he recovered it, as a 
man, it was larger than the crown of 
a stovepipe hat and weighed at least 
twelve or fifteen pounds more than 
when he saw it last. H. 11. Hammond 
became so much interested in the 
phenomenon that he removed it from 
the ground beneath the lilac bush and 
placed it upon the granite step at tho 
right of his front door, where the sun 
rests upon it the greater part of the 
day. 


Shortly after it was placed there, 
about six years ago, Mr. Hammond 
got the meat pedler to put it on his 
scales, and its weight was forty-one 
pounds, which was marked with a 
pencil upon the stone itself with the 
date. 
Three years later it had grown 
to fifty pounds. 
On the 12th day of 
May last the stone was weighed again 
by the - same scales and tipped the 
beam at sixty-five pounds. 
Mr. Ham­ 
mond then made a series of measure­ 
ments and will preserve them for 
future comparison. 
The circumfer­ 
ence of the stone by tape measure, the 
longest way,is three feet two and one- 
third inches, while at the widest part 
the narrow way it is two feet four and 
one-half inches. 


Mr. 
Hammond is a 
respectable 
farmer, is a deacon in the Baptist 
church, and was born in the house 
where lie lives. 
Even if he did not 
have so high a “reputation for truth 
aud veracity” the facts about the 
growing stone have been known to 
everybody in the neighborhood ever 
since young Hammond came back 
from California and found it under the 
lilac bush. 
Mr. Hammond has been 
offered large sums of money for the 
curiosity, but will not part with it for 
any price. 


T h e TUizzacoti F ie ld Oven. 


Our war department, in spito of the 
examine set by European armies, be­ 
lieves and clings to the plan of carry­ 
ing rations in bulk, with the neces­ 
sary ovens, pots and pans for quick 
cooking in camp. 
To that end it sup­ 
plies the regiment with company out­ 
fits of the Buzzacott ovens, and the 
states are doing the same for their 
militia. Massachusetts for a long time 
has had ready the full complement of 
these ovens, and it was the work of a 
moment to send tho regiments out 
ready for camj? life. 


The Buzzacott oven is a most in­ 
genious contrivance, composed of a 
nest of sheet iron j>ans, with boilers 
and roasting racks. 
I t is 3 feet long, 
2 feet broad and 14 inches thick, 
weighing 175 pounds. 


On march the Buzzacott oven serves 
as a crate, enclosing all the necessary 
utensils—thirty-fivo in num ber—for 
cooking for seventy-five men. 
The 
utensils are specially hand made to 
permit tho rough and constant usuge 
incidental to geld service. 
In camp 
tho oven disgorges tho supplementary 
apparatus, and transforms itself into 
a skeleton stove. I t has three large 
collapsible boilers, by the aid of which 
it can cook fifteen hams together, or 
one barrel of soup. 
Otherwise em­ 
ployed, it can prepare at one time 55 
pounds of bread, 200 pounds of roast 
meat or fish, or 90 pounds of vege­ 
tables and puddings—American Kit­ 
chen SJagazine. 


T h e OJdeat Inventor. 


Abner C. Goode], aged ninety-three, 
of Salem, Mass., is said to be tlm 
oldest inventor in the United States, 
He perfected the design of the first 
printing j;ress which printed on both 
sides of a paper at once, and he also 
discovered the process for preparing 
steel and copper plates for engravers. 
Later he helped build the first loco­ 
motive for the Boston ¿1 Low ell rail­ 
way. 
Jtie worked 011 the first electric 
motor ever constructed, which after­ 
ward rail between 
Baltimore and 
Washington, and on the first engine 
lathe for the railroad repair shop.

Yours is a 


stubborn, bad case, and therefore I 
shall be gratified if you will restrain 
yourself and skip down to No. 15 and 
begin with that."

Prospectors, hunters and mission­ 
aries who have been among the Indian 
tribes in northern districts of British 
Columbia have from time to time 
brought news of shocking barbarities 
practised by the Siwashes in connec­ 
tion with some incantations arranged 
by the medicine men, or, as they call 
them. “ The Oo-oosh-tuck-yu.” These 
meu have more power than the chiefs 
of tho tribes: 


Recently the stipendiary magistrate 
at Telegraph Creek received informa­ 
tion from miners that a human sacri­ 
fice was in contemplation in the vil­ 
lage of tho Tahantanis. 
An Indian 
boy fourteen years old was to pub- 
licily meet a horrible death* by order 
of the tribal medicine man for bewitch­ 
ing and causing the death of a young 
squaw. 
The girl, who, it seems, was 
a great favorite of 
the unfortunate 
boy, took sick about a month ago with 
what seemed to rational men malarial 
fever. 
Afterward a rash appeared on 
her face resembling smallpox. 


When tho medicine man came he 
thumped and squeezed the poor girl 
and scratched her body -with small 
needles fastened to his finger nails. 


She died soon after and relatives 
thanked the medicine man for his ef­ 
forts, though it was £>lain to tho min­ 
ers that his 
brutal treatment had 
caused her deiith. 


On hearing of the matter the magis­ 
trate went to the Rev. Mr. Appleyard, 
the Cnurch of England missionary 
working in the .district, and together 
they gathered the Indians on the 
banks of the Tahltan and a big pow­ 
wow was held. 
The boy, bound hand 
and foot with rr^es, was carried to 
the meeting. 


Mr. Appleyard told the Indians that 
all who helped in slaying the boy 
would be punished by death. 
This, 
together with many other arguments, 
finally brought the Indians around, 
and the boy was given into the charge 
of the missionary, who agreed to place 
him in the mission school at Metlaktla 
for three years and teach him the 
English language, which, at the end 
of his term, ho could teach to liia 
fellow tribesmen, and help them to 
get along in the world. 


About a year ago an Indian boy was 
mutilated and killed by the Tahantanis 
Indians, near Telegraph Greek, by 
command of a medicine man, who 
accused him of having bewitched one 
of the tribe. 
The one supposed to 
have been bewitched had undoubtedly 
died of natural causes, but according 
to tho Siwash view disease is never 
caused except by evil spirits through 
the medium of a liviyg person. 


They believe that any evil person 
possesses the power t j shoot into tho 
body, without detection,stones,sticks, 
leather, bones and such things, an act 
termed 
by 
the 
north aborigines 
“ minookeitJ.” 
They believe that any 
such evil dispose I persons can, by 
stealing a portion of anyone's clothing 
aud putting it through a mysterious 
process, poison that part of the body 
which the 
garment had 
formerly 
covered. 
The murdered boy was said 
to have been guilty of the act, but in 
reality liis sole oilense consisted of 
stealing tho 'minted straw hat of the 
Jadian whom he was accused of hav­ 
ing bewitched. 


In the minds 
of 
his tribe 
lie 
doctored the hat, and the death of the 
owner by poison resulted.

To Remove Ink Blots from Paper, 


To remove ink from paper pour 


enough water over a teaspoonful of 
chlorinated lime to cover the stained 
portion. 
Moisten a clean piece of 


linen and rub it lightly with the mix- 
ture. 
If the stain is not of too long 


standing, it will disappear. 
If more 


than one application is required, let 
the paper dry before wetting the 
second or third time. 
If the spot is 


rubbed, the texture of the paper will 
be spoiled. Dry it gently with«a piece 
of dry linen. 


How to Clean Tarnish. 


The following method 'of cleaning 


varnish and other furniture is given 
by The Scientific American: 


"Take equal parts of strong alco- 


hol and good oil of turpentine, and 
heat this mixture in a bottle by 
placing it in hot water. 
With this 


warm liquid paint the article, where- 
upon the old varnish will dissolve at 
oiice. The varnish is removed by 
scraping and wiping, and the spread- 
ing, ^scraping and cleaning are repeat- 
ed as often as necessary until the sur- 
face has become entirely clean again, 
so that the object may be rendered 
glossy or dull as desired. 
This pro- 


cess is especially recommended, since 
it does not change or attack the color 
of the wood, as is often the case if lye 
is used."

H oav to Clean V a rn ish , 


Tbo following method of cleaning 
varnish and other furniture is given 
by The Scientific American: 


“ Take equal parts of strong alco­ 
hol and good oil of turpentine, and 
heat this m ixture in a bottlo by 
placing it in hot water. 
W ith this 
warm liquid paint the article, where­ 
upon the old varnish will dissolve at 
once. 
T he varnish is removed by 
scraping and wiping, and the spread­ 
ing, sc ra p in g and cleaning are repeat­ 
ed as often as necessary until the sur­ 
face has become entirely clean again, 
so that tho object may be rendered 
glossy or dull as desired. 
This pro­ 
cess is especially recommended, since 
it does not change or attack the color 
of the wood, as is often the case if lye 
is used.”

Ragout of Young Onions—Cut four 
bunches of young onions in slices;add 
double the quantity of potatoes peeled 
and sliced; sprinkle two saltspooi>fuls 
of salt over and cover with brotn of 
any kind and simmer until the pota­ 
toes aro done. 
W hen dished add a 
tablespoonful of butter and dust with 
a saltspoonful of cayenne. 


Ragamuffins— Make a baking pow­ 
der biscuit dough; roll half an inch 
thick; spread with butter, cinnamon 
and sugar evenly; roll up aud cut 
slices from end. 
Bake quickly. 
Use 
a heaped kitchen spoonful of butter, 
and, after this is spread,sprinkle with 
about same quantity of sugar and 
level teaspooni'ul of cinnamon. 


Blueberry P u d d in g —One quart, or 
can, of blueberries, one pint of mo­ 
lasses, one cup milk, one quart flour, 
three teaspoonfuls baking 
powder. 
This pudding is equally good with 
canned fruit as with fresh fruit. 
If 
the canned fruit 
be 
used, 
how­ 
ever, the milk may be omitted as the 
juice will probably be sufficient moist­ 
ure. 
Enough for eight or ten per­ 
sons. 


Herring Salad—Soak three salt her­ 
ring in salt over night, pick and chop 
coarse, then boil eight medium size 
potatoes, four beets, let cool and cho|) 
each ingredient separately. 
Add one 
stalk table celery, three apples, three 
onions. 
When all is choijped, mix 
with two tablespoonfuls sweet oil, salt 
and pepper to taste, and one-half cup 
good vinegar. 
Garnish with hard 
boiled eggs and sprigs of celery,

'Xan," us the natives call it, is 0110 ol 
those spidery-looking all'airs which 
rise from the Muter among some dan- 
porous shoals a*l" Wiutei Harbor, Me., 
aud is supported by four iron tiib.\s 
securely fastened iuto holes drilled 
into the solid rock. 
About thirty feet 


above high tide, but not entirely out 
oi' reach of the waves when a gale is 
blowing, is a house built of corrugat- 
ed iron. The lower story is for stor- 
age purposes. Here three months' 
provisions and a stock of fresh water 
are always kept in case the light- 
keeper should be cut oil' from the 
shore, and a stock of oil sufficient to 
keep the lamp burning all winter. 
There is a little machine, shop, too, 
where necessary repairs can be made 
when necessary. Above these are the 
living apartments, two rooms, about 
20 feot by 11 in size. 
One oi' them is 


drawing-room, sitting-room, library 
and chamber combined; the other is 
kitchen, dining-room, etc., etc. Out- 
side, 011 all four sides of the building, 
is a gallery, or piazza, where the 
lightkeeper can sit iiihis leisure hours 
and enjoy the changing scenery of the 
sea, or drop a hook over the railing 
and catch fish for dinnefor breakfast. 


Above is the tower with au enor- 


mous lamp, whose rays can be seen 
for 
several miles. It revolves so 


many times an hour and winks regu- 
larly twice a minute at the mariners 
that haunt this coast. 
During the 


winter the lenses are often crusted 
with salt from the spray that spatters 
them. 


A lonesome place is "'Tit 'Xan" 


lighthouse, thirty miles from shore, 
aud the only means of communication 
a rowboat. There are no neighbors 
any nearer and no visitors disturb the 
solitude of the lightkeeper except 
once or twice a year, when the inspec- 
tor comes around or curious people 
from a pleasure yacht climb the iron 
ladder from curiosity. 


Amos Rice has kept '"Tit "Xan" 


light for more than a quarter of a 
century and his wife lived with him 
all this time. 
Their children were 


grown and married off or engaged in 
employment elsewhere, so that they 
had nothing to trouble them and were 
able to put by the greater part of the 
salary of 835 a month which the gov- 
ernment has paid Amos for protecting 
commerce-against disaster upon the 
shoals. 


A few weeks ago Mrs. Rice peace- 


fully terminated a long and lonesome 
life and went to join the choir in- 
visible. 
Amos had to keep her body 


four days before he could fulfill his 
promise to bury her "with her folks" 
at Winter Harbor, for the sea was 
high.

Petit Mauan lighthouse, or “ ’Tit 
’N an,” as tho natives call it, is one of 
those spidery-looking affairs which 
rise from the Mater among somo dan* 
r3orous shoals a If Wintoi Harbor, Mo., 
and is supported by four iron tubes 
securely fastened into holes drilled 
into the solid rock. 
About thirty feet 
above high tide, but not entirely out 
of reach of tho waves when a gale is 
blowing, is a house built of corrugat­ 
ed iron. 
Tho lower story is for stor­ 
age purposes. 
Here threo m onths’ 
provisions and a stock of fresh water 
are always kept in case tho light- 
keeper should be cut off from the 
shore, and a stock of oil sufficient to 
keep the lamp burning all winter. 
There is a little machine shop, too, 
where necessary repairs can be made 
when necessary. 
Above theso are the 
living apartments, 
two rooms, about 
20 foot by 14 in size. 
One of them is 
drawing-robm, sitting-room, 
library 
and chamber combined; the other is 
kitchen, dining-room, etc., etc. 
O ut­ 
side, 011 all four sidos of the building, 
is a gallery, 
or piazza, where the 
liglitkeeper can sit in his leisure hours 
and enjoy the changing scenery of the 
sea, or drop a hook over the railing 
and catch fish for d in n ed or breakfast. 


Above is the tower with an enor­ 
mous lamp, whose rays can be seen 
for 
several miles. 
It revolves so 
many times an hour and winks regu­ 
larly twice a minute at the mariners 
that haunt this coast. 
D uring the 
winter the lenses are often crusted 
with salt from the spray that spatters 
them. 


A lonesome place is “ ’Tit ’Nan” 
lighthouse, thirty miles from shore, 
and the only means of communication 
a rowboat. 
There are no neighbors 
any nearer and no visitors disturb the 
solitude of the liglitkeeper except 
once or twice a year, when the inspec­ 
tor comes around or curious people 
from a pleasure yacht climb the iron 
ladder from curiosity. 


Amos Rice has kept “ ’Tit ’N an” 
light for more than a quarter of a 
century and his wife lived with him 
i' 
* 


all this time. 
Their children were 
grown and marrred off 01* engaged in 
employment elsewhere, so that they 
had nothing to trouble them and were 
able to put by the greater part of the 
salary of $ J5 a month which tho gov­ 
ernment has paid Amos for protecting 
commerce^'against disaster upon the 
shoals. 


A few weeks ago Mrs. Bice peace­ 
fully terminated a long and lonesome 
life and went to join the choir in­ 
visible. 
Amos had to keep her body 
four days before he could fulfill his 
promise to bury her “ with her folks” 
at W inter Harbor, 
for the sea was 
high. 
I t is 110 easy job for a man u n ­ 
aided to remove a body from a tower 
like that into a rowboat that is toss­ 
ing furiously upon the waves, but 
Amos finally did it. 
The first quiet 
morning ho left his bereaved home 
the very minute it was lawful to put 
his light out, rowed thirty miles over 
a rough sea, and upon his arrival at 
W inter Harbor called up the sexton 
and the minister and what friends 
could be summoned, and after a brief 
and impressive service tho body of 
Mrs. Kice was committed to the dust 
and her soul to the God who gave it.

gigantic specimen of 
D audin’s tor­ 
toise (Testudo Daunini), after having 
been at the gardens a little more than 
a year. 
The animal will 
be pre­ 
served and mounted for Mr, Roths­ 
child’s museum at Tring. 
It is u n ­ 
fortunate that tliQ tortoise should 
have died just now, since, from its 
^ s t size and great age, which must 
be at least two hundred years, it 
would have been of considerable in­ 
terest to the foreign zoologists who * 
will visit the gardens during the con­ 
gress to be held this month. 
Nothing 
is known as to the cause of death. 
The animal, however, has been oil’ its 
feed for some time, 
Under natural 
conditions those great tortoises are 
said to bury themselves at certain 
seasons,just as the common European 
tortoises do at the approach of winter, 
and it is possible that the want of op­ 
portunity to bury itself may have hud 
a prejudicial eilect on 
the animal’s 
spirits,

The late Empress Elizabeth of Ana- 
trill had boon conspicuous for many 
years in liurciiio for tbo 
i3ersistcnt 
cObrts alie matlo to avoid the ofliuial 
duties nnd fuu'Hions pertaining to her 
position and io lead her own life in 
iievownnay. This led to many accusa- 
tions 
of eccentricity against her and 
at timos to suspicion ns to her sanity. 


Her fatliei Avas Maximilian Josef, 
head of the Birlconfeld-Zweibrnckeu 
branch 
of the family, which before 
" 
the French revolution I'uled as inde- 
pemleut sovereigns over a small frag- 
ment of German territory. 


The murdered empress M'as the KCC- 
ond daughter of iJuke 
Maotinulian, 
iind was born on Christmas 
eve of 
l8:-]7. 
She was therefore in her sixty- 
iirat year. Late into middle life she was 
held to be one of the most beautiful 
women in Europe, and she was particn- 
loj'ly proud of her long hair, falling to 
the ground, -which she was foud of 
wearing loose, even on ptiblic occa- 
sions. 
She was but 
a few months 
over sixteen 
years of 
age when she 
was married 
to the Emperor Fi'anz 
Josef, 
in April, 
A 
romantic 


story is told of the marriage, which, 
on the emi^eror's jDart at least, was a 
love match. 
His mother, 
the Arch- 
<luchess Bophia, had decided that he 
should marry the eldest daughter of 
Duke Maximilian, who subsequently 
became Princess 
Thurn 
und Taxis, 
and Franz Josef, -who throughout his 
life has been an easy-going man, was 
ready to comply with her wishes. 
He 
therefore visited his future father-in- 
law preparatory to the announcement 
of the engagement, but before meet- 
ing his destined bride caught sight of 
A young girl, hardly more than a child, 
in the woods, and fell violently in love 
with her at once. On finding out that 
she, too, was a daughter of the duke, 
he insisted that she should 
be 
his 
wife and had his will in si^ite of his 
mother's objections. 


The young empress 
was 
received 
coldly by her mother-in-law and by 
the court at Vienna. 
She found the 
•etiquette and ceremonial irksome after 
the open-air life to which she had 
been accustomed and never became 
reconciled to it. 
Her disincliualion 
to submit to formalities increased in 
later life,so that in recent years she 
had rarely ai^peared at any court func- 
tions, 
She in'oferred Jiudapest and 
Hungary, where the restrictions wore 
not so great, to Vienna. 
As a result 
she was never x^opuhir in the Austrian 
ca]iital. 


She bore her husband four chil- 
dren, of whom two daughters are now 
living, the Archduchess Gisela, mar- 
ried to PrifTce LeoiDold, second son of 
the Prince Eegent 
of Bavaria, and 
Archduchess Valerie, married to Arch- 
duke Salvator of the Tuscan branch 
of the Hapsburgs, 
Her first child, a 
daughter, died at the age of two years 
at Budapest, and M'ith her death the 
empress's marked avoidance of society 
is said to have first become noticea- 
ble. 
A touching story was told of 
this event in Outing some years ago. 
On returning to the palace after the 
funeral the emi-)ress, who had borne 
herself unmoved in the church, was 
going up the steps with her husband 
with the court following them, Avhen 
a big dog with which 
the baby was 
accustomed to play came bouuiling 
down to her. 
She burst into tears, 
drojjped 
on the ground beside the 
dog and sat there crying over him till 
the emperor was able to lead her to 
her rooms. The dog slept in her bed- 
room 
till it died, and she shunned 
Budapest for years. 


When 
her husband was crowned 
Icing of Hungary, however, after the 
disasters of liSSt), the Hungarians pre- 
eented 
the 
old castle of tiodollo to 
her. 
She took a liking to the place, 
where she was able to live the open- 
air life she loved, and r>pent much of 
her time there. 
She was fond of ani- 
mals, and especially of horses; 
siie 
was called the 
best horsewoman in 
Europe and would ride 
at 
anything 
when hunting. 
She took great inter- 
est, too, in horse breeding. 


She withdrew more and more from 
court functions, and after the tragic 
death 
of. her 
only sou, the Crown 
Prince lUidolph, was rarely seen by 
the Viennese. 
She had drifted away 
from her husband, too, as her chil- 
dren grow up. 
Through all her ec- 
centricities und wanderings no breath 
of scandal eveu touched the Empress 
Elizabeth. 
The same canjiot be said 
of the emperor. 
Her habit of taking 
long journeys outside of Austria be- 
gan loijg before her sou's death. 
For 
years she went to England and to Ire- 
land during the hunting season and 
by her reckless riding seemed to court 
death. 
The creAV of her yacht, the 
Mirainar, in vvhich she cruised about 
the Mediterranean, learned to expect 
to sail when the weather was stormy. 
In M'hatever exercise she took ujj her 
endeavor seemed to bo to tire herself 
out. 
The disgraceful circuniblances 
surrounding the crown prince's death 
at Meyei ling, whether it was the re- 
sult of a duel, a murder or a suicide, 
made her still mure anxious to avoid 
^len's eyes. 
She silent large sums of 


money in 
building chapels to 
bis 
memory in diünrent parts of the em- 
pire. The building crazo took posses- 
sion of her, and she spent millions of 
ilorins on her Villa Achillcion in the 
island of Corfu, where she proposer! 
to end her days. 
She gaye up the 
idea last year, however, and the villa 
was sold for much less than it cost, 


F(U' years she has suifered from 
sciatica. 
The disease grow so that 
some years 
ago she was obliged to 
give up her favorite exorcise of horse- 
back riding. 
She then took to walk- 
ing long distances, twenty or twenty- 
live miles 
a dav.

also stopped this spring, and a few 
weeks ago it was announced that the 
rheumatism from which she had suf- 
fered was incurable and must lead to 
her death in a few months.

'.[ ho Empress Elizabeth was an ed- 
ucated woman and a generous jiatron 
of literature and art.

She had a monu- 
ment erected on the grounds of hor 
Achilleion when one Grerman 
town 
after anothet refused to do him that 
honor. 
Besides 
speaking 
well 
the 
languages 
of 
civilized 
Europe, she 
was said 
to

tongues 


found in 
the 
babel of the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy, and when past 
middle 
life, 
thinking to live 
on a 
Greek island, she took up the study 
of (Ireek and learned to speak it. 


The crime committed upon her is a 
particularly 
cowardly and senseless 
one, as for years she has gone about 
practically unattended, it being her 
custom to walk or ride ahead of the 
few persons in her suite. 
When her 
incognito was really unknown and she 
could feel safe from the annoyance of 
beiug stared at, she often went about 
alone.—New York Sun.

SCIENTIFIC SCRAPS. 


Some insects are in a state of ma- 
tuiity thirty minutes after birth. 


Some scientists assort that the pur- 
est air in cities is found about tweiitj'- 
five feet above tho street surface.

computes that 6(53,522 would be re- 
quired to produce a jDOund of thread.

He uses moderate currents of electric- 
ity frequently interrupted.

entirely. 
It seems to exist in minute 
quantities.

Kcinodics for Pliiiit Voison, 


" I have tried a remedy for the bites 
and stings of wasps, yellow jackets, 
hornets, bees and insects generally 
this season," remarked a Montgomery 
county, 
Maryland, farmer, 
"which, 
though new to me, has proved to be 
very efficacious in the number of op- 
portunities I have had to try it, both 
on myself and my family and friends. 
There is no way that I know of to 
stop the intense pain that folloM'^ im- 
mediately after sting, but a careful 
rubbing of the stung part a few sec- 
onds with the juice of any two plants, 
herbs, leaves or grasses that may be 
handy will shorten the duration of the 
pain, and in many instances j^revent 
the swelling which folloAvs some stings. 
It matters not what plant or herbs are 
used. 
First apply one and then tho 
other. 
The theory of the cure is that 
if the juice of one of the plants does 
not neutralize tho poison of the sting 
the other will, and that if both fail if 
tried separately they Avill work effec- 
tually as a combination. 
Poison oak, 
or poison ivy, as it is most often called, 
while an irritant itself, is the exact 
opposite if applied as one of the parts 
of the cure. 
Recently I knew of a 
lady who, in a hurry to get weeds 
for a i^ainful sting of a wasp, used 
poison oak first and then stramonium, 
or deadly nightshade, either by them- 
selves i^oisonous to a certain 
extent 
under some conditions ^to many peo- 
ple. 
The combination had the eflect 
of stopping the pain from the sting 
and 
doing no harm themselves, al- 
though under ordinary circumstances 
she Avas very susceptible to either. 
Poisonous weeds are not necessary. 
The juice from the tomato vine, the 
cabbage jDlant, pea or beans, or, in- 
deed, any two plants or vines, is pref- 
erable. 
It is the combination of any 
two of them that seems to be specially 
oificacious in stopping the i^ain and 
swelling."—Washington Star.

A GROWING STONE. 


A IMaino Cnrloaitv That I.argo Sums of 
i\lonoy Fall lo liny. 


The most interesting thing I saAV 
down in Maine, 
Avrites W. E. Curtis, 
was a growing stono that belongs to 
H. H. Hammond of Smith's Oove,nGar 
Winter Harbor,and liesupona granite 
post beside the steps that lead to hia 
front door. 
It is egg-shaped and of 
perfect symmetry, Avith tho exception 
that it is somoAvhat flattened upon tho 
side Avhich rested uiDon the gr(mnd. 


Thirty years ago or more, William 
Hammond, a brother of H. K., Avho 
now lives in San Francisco, incked up 
this remarkable stone upon tho edge 
of tho cove. 
He Avas then a boy ten 
years old, and 
Avas attracted by its 
regular 
shape 
and 
smooth surface, 
Avhich 
contains a good deal of 
mica 
shist and sparkles in the sun as if it 
had been sprinkled Avith diamond dust. 
The boy took 
tho stone homo in his 
pocket, for it Avas very small in com- 
parison 
Avith its present size, and 
could have been easily slipped into a 
quart cup. 
He played Avith it in tho 
yard for several yoars, and it lay upon, 
the mantelpiece in 
the house during 
the Avinter months, 
but as ho groAV 
older he lost interest in the plaything 
and it rolled under a lilac bush beside 
the front door. There it remained for 
fifteen 
years 
or 
so. 
When young 
Hammond returned 
from San 
Fran- 
cisco he recognized it, but Avas much 
astonished to find that it had increased 
in size and Aveight to a most remark- 
able degree. 
When 
he Avas a child, 
as I said, ho carried the stone in hia 
pocket. 
When he recovered it, as a 
man, it Avas larger than the crown of 
a stovepipe hat and Aveighed at least 
tAvelve 
or fifteen pounds more than 
Avhen he saAV it last. H. H. Hammond 
became so much 
interested 
in the 
phenomenon that he removed it from 
the ground beneath the lilac bush and 
placed it upon the granite step at the 
right of his front door, Avhere the sun 
rests upon it the greater -part of tho 
day. 


Shortly after it Avas placed there, 
about six years ago, Mr. 
Hammond 
got the meat pedler to put it on hia 
scales, and its Aveight Avas forty-one 
pounds, 
Avhich Avas marked 
Avith a 
jDencil upon the stone itself 
Avith the 
date. 
Three years later it had grown 
to fifty pounds. 
On the 12th day of 
May last the stone Avas Aveighed again 
by the - same 
scales and 
tipped the 
beam at sixty-five pounds, 
Mr. Ham- 
mond then made a series of measure- 
ments 
and 
Avill preserve them for 
future comparison. 
The circumfer- 
ence of the stone by tape measure,the 
longest way, is three feet tAvo and one- 
third inches, Avhile at the Avidest part 
the narroAv Avay it is tAVO feet four and 
one-half inches. 


Mr. 
Hammond 
is a 
respectable 
farmer, is a deacon 
in the Baptist 
church, 
and was 
born in the 
house 
Avhere he lives. 
Even if 
he did not 
have so high a "reputation for truth 


the facts about the 
have been known to 
everybody 
in the neighborhood 
ever 
since young 
Hammond 
came 
back 
from California and found it under the 
lilac bush. 
Mr, Hammond has been 
oflered large sums of money for the 
curiosity, but will not part Avith it for 
any price.

Tho Iliizzacotl Flolcl Oven. 


Our Avar department, in spite of the 
example 
set by European armies, be- 
lieves and clings to the plan of carry- 
ing rations 
in 
bulk, Avith the neces- 
sary ovens, pots and pans for quick 
cooking in camp. 
To that end it sup- 
plies the regiment Avith company out- 
fits of the Buzzacott ovens, and tho 
states are doing the 
same for their 
militia. Massachusetts for a long time 
has had ready the full complement of 
these ovens, and it was the Avork of a 
moment 
to send 
tho regiments out 
ready for camp life. 


The Buzzacott oven is a most in- 
genious contrivance, 
composed of a 
nest of sheet iion pans, Avith boilers 
and roasting racks. 
I t is 3 feet long, 
2 feet broad and 14 inches thick, 
Aveighing 175 jDounds. 


On march the Buzzacott OA'en sei'A'efl 
as a crate, enclosing all the necessary 
utensils—thirty-five 
in number - for 
cooking for seventy-five men. 
The 
utensils are specially hand made to 
permit tho rough and constant usuge 
incidental to geld service. 
In camp 
tho oven disgorges tho sujjplementary 
apparatus, and transforms itself into 
a skeleton stove. 
It has three 
large 
collapsible boilers, by the aid ofAvhich 
it can cook fifteen hams together, or 
one barrel of soup. 
Otherwise em- 
ployeil, it can prepare at one time 55 
pounds of bread, 2i)0 pounds of roast 
meat or iish, or 90 pounds of vege- 
tables and puddings—American 
Kit- 
chen SJagazine. 


TJio 0}(leiit Inventor. 


Abner C.Goodel, aged ninety-three, 
of Salem, Mass., is said to be 
the 
oldest inventor in the United States, 
He ])erfected the design of the 
first 
printing j;ress Avhich jjrinted on both 
sides of a paper at once, and he also 
dihC(;vered the ¡jrocess for preimi'ing 
steel and copper plates for engravers. 
Later he helped build the 
first 
loco- 
motive for the Boston ¿c Lowell rail- 
way.

It 
is all so handy. 
You can stand in 
Vienna and toss a biscuit into Kal- 
tenleutgeben, with a twelve-inch gun, 
You can run out thither at any time 
of tho day; you can go by the phe- 
nomenally slow trains, and yet inside 
of an hour you have exchanged the 
glare and swelter of the city for the 
wooded hills, and shady forest paths 
and soft cool airs, and the music of 
tbe birds, and the repose and peace of 
paradise. 
There 
are abundance 
of 
liealtii resorts, as I have said. Among 
them this place—Hochberghaus, 
It 
stands solitary on the top of a densely 
wooded mountain and is a building of 
great size. 
It is called the Appetite 
Anstallt, and people who have lost 
their aijpetites come here to get them 
restored.

and send the cook to bed; there is not 
going to be any hurry." 


The professor took me up one flight 
of stairs and showed me into a most 
inviting and 
comfortable ajjartment 
consisting of parlor, bedchamber and 
bathroom. 
In the parlor were many 
shelves filled with books. 
The iDro- 
fessor said he would now leave me to 
myself and added: 


"Smoke and read as much as 
you 
please, drink all the water you 
like. 
When you get hungry, ring and give 
your order, and I will decide Avhether 
it shall be filled or not. 
Yours is a 
stubborn, bad case, and 
therefore I 
shcvll be gratified if you will restrain 
yourself and skip down to No. 15 and 
begin with that," 


Then he left me and I began to un- 
dress, for I was dog-tired and very 
sleepy.

able luxury— that 
sumptuous coffee 
house coffee, comjoared with which all 
other European coffee, and all Ameri- 
can hotel coifee is mere fluid iDoverty. 
I rang and 
ordered 
it; also Vienna 
bread, that delicious invention. 
The 
servant spoke through 
the wicket in 
door and said—but you know what he 
said. 
He referred me to the 
bill of 
fare. 
I allowed him to go—I had no 
further use for him. 


After the bath I dressed and started 
for a walk, and got as far as the door. 
It was locked on the outside, 
I rang 
and the servant came and 
explained 
that it was another rule. 
The seclu- 
sion of tho imtient was required until 
after the-first meal. 
I had not been 
particularly anxious to get out before;

IJoy From 
Doatli by Saorifioo, 


Prospectors, bmiters aud mission- 
aries who have beeu among the Indian 
tribes iu northern districts of British 
Columbia have from time 
to time 
brought news of shocking barbarities 
practised by the Siwashes in couuec- 
tion with some incantations arranged 
by the medicine men, or, as they call 
them. 
Oo-oosh-tuck-yu." These 


meu have more power than the chiefs 
of the tribes: 


Eeeeutly the stipendiary magistrate 
at Telegraph Creek received informa- 
tion from miners that a human sacri- 
fice was iu contemplation in the 
vil- 
lage of tho Tahantanis. 
An Indian 
boy fourteen years old was to 
pub- 
liclly meet a horrible deatll^ by order 
of the tribal medicine man for bewitch- 
ing and causing the death of a young 
squaw. 
The girl, who, it seems, was 
a great favorite of 
the unfortunate 
boy, took sick about a month ago with 
what seemed to rational men malarial 
fever. 
Afterward a rash appeared on 
her face resembling smalli^ox. 


"When tho medicine 
man came he 
thumped aud squeezed the poor 
girl 
aud scratched her 
body 
with 
small 
needles fastened to his finger nails. 


She died soon 
after and relatives 
thanked the medicine man for his ef- 
forts, though it was xjlaiu to the min- 
ers that his 
brutal 
treatment 
had 
caused her death. 


On hearing of the matter the magis- 
trate went to the Rev. Mr. Appleyard, 
the O j urch of England 
missionary 
working in the .district, and together 
they gathered 
the Indians 
on 
the 
banks of the Tahltan and a big i^ow- 
wow was held. 
The boy, bound hand 
and foot with rryes, was carried 
to 
the meeting. 


Mr. Appleyard told the Indians that 
all who helped in slaying 
the boy 
would be punished by death. 
This, 
together with many other arguments, 
finally 
brought the Indians 
around, 
and the boy was given into the charge 
of the missionarj', who agreed to place 
him in the mission school at Metlaktla 
for three years 
and 
teach 
him 
the 
English language, which, at the end 
of his term, he could 
teach 
to 
his 
fellow tribesmen, and help them 
to 
get along in the world. 


About a year ago an Indian boy was 
mutilated aud killed by the Tahantanis 
Indians, near Telegraph 
Creek, 
by 
command of a medicine 
man, who

than one application is required, let

Dry it gently Avith*a piece 
of dry linen. 


How to Cleiin Varnish. 


The following method of cleaning 
varnish and other furniture is given 
by The Scientific American: 


''Take equal parts of strong alco- 
hol and good oil of turpentine, and 
heat this mixture iu a bottlo by 
placing it in hot -water. 
With this 
warm liquid paint the article, -where- 
upon the old varnish -will dissolve at 
once. 
The varnish is removed 
by 
scraping and wiping, and the spread- 
ing, liscraping and cleaning are repeat- 
ed as often as necessary until the sur- 
face has become entirely clean again, 
BO that the object may be rendered 
glossy or dull as desired. 
This pro- 
cess is especially recommended, since 
it does not change or attack the color 
of the wood, as is often the case if lye 
is used.'*

a heaped kitchen spoonful of butter, 
and, after this is spread,sprinkle with 
about same quantity of sugar 
aud 
level teaspooniul of cinnamon. 


Blueberry Pudding—One quart, or 
can, of blueberries, one pint of mo- 
lassos, one cup milk, one quart flour, 
thrco toaspoo'nfuls baking 
powder. 
This pudding is equally good with 
canned fruit as Avith fresh fruit. 
If 
the canned fruit 
be 
used, 
how- 
over, the milk may be omitted as the 
juice will probably be sullicient moist- 
ure. 
Enough for eight or ten per- 
sons. 


Herring Salad—Soak three salt her- 
ring in salt over night, pick and chop 
coarse, then boil eight medium size 
potatoes, four beets, let cool and chop 
each in^;i eaiont separately. 
Add one 
stalk table celery, three apples, three 
onions. 
When all is chopped, mix 
with two tablespoonfuls sweet oil, salt 
and pepper to taste, and one-half cup 
good vinegar. 
Garnish 
with

boiled eggs and sprigs of celery,

Petit Mauan lighthouse, or 
"'Tit 
'Nan," as tho natives call it, is one of 
those spidery-looking 
affairs which 
rise from the Mater among some dau- 
r^orous shoals uTF Wintoi Harbor, Mo., 
and is supported 
by four iron tubes 
securely fastened into holes 
drilled 
into the solid rock. 
About thirty feet 
above high tide, but not entirely out 
of reach of tho waves wheu a gaio is 
blowing, is a house built of corrugat- 
ed iron. 
Tho lower story is for stor- 
age purposes. 
Here three 
mouths' 
provisions and a stock of fresh water 
are always 
kept in case tho light- 
keeper should 
be 
cut off from the 
shore, and a stock of oil sufficient to 
keep the lamp burning all winter. 
There is a little machine shop, too, 
where necessary repairs can be made 
whon necessary. 
Above these are the 
living apartments, 
two rooms, about 
20 foot by 14 in size. 
One of them is 
drawing-robm, 
sitting-room, 
library 
and chamber combined; tho other is 
kitchen, dining-room, etc., etc. 
Out- 
side, on all four sides of the building, 
is a gallery, 
or piazza, where the 
lightkeeper can sit in hisleisure hours 
and enjoy the changing scenery of the 
sea, or drop a hook over the railing 
and catch lish for dinnei^or breakfast. 


Above is the tower with 
an 
enor- 
mous lamp, whose raj's can be seen 
for 
several 
miles. 
It 
revolves 
so 
many times an hour and wink^ regu- 
larly twice a minute at the mariners 
that 
haunt this coast. 
During the 
winter the lenses are often crusted 
with salt from the spray that S2iatter3 
them. 


A louosome place is "'Tit 'Nan" 
lighthouse, thirty miles from shore, 
and the only means of communication 
a. rowbuat. 
There are no neighbors 
any nearer and no visitors disturb the 
solitude 
of the 
lightkeeper 
except 
once or twice a year, when the inspec- 
tor comes around or curious people 
from a jjleasure yacht climb the iron 
ladder from curiosity. 


AmoR Rice has kept " ' T i t ^Nan" 
light for more than 
a quarter of a 
century and his wife lived with him 
all this time. 
Their children were 
grown and marrhiil off or engaged iu 
employment elsewhere, so that they 
had notliing to trouble them and were 
able to i)ut by the greater part of the 
salary of SJ5 a month Avhich tho gov- 
ernment has ])aid Amos for protecting 
commerce^'against disaster upon the 
shoals. 


A few weeks ago Mrs. Rice peace- 
fully terminated a long and lonesome 
life and 
went to join the choir in- 
visible. 
Amos had to keep her body 
four days before he 
could fulfill his 
promise to bury her "with her folks" 
at Winter Harbor, 
for the 
sea was 
high. 
It is no easy job for a man un- 
aided to remove a body from a tower 
like that into a rowboat that is toss- 
ing furiously ujDon the waves, but 
Amos finally did it. 
The lirst quiet 
morning ho left his bereaved home 
the very minute it was lawful to put 
his light out, rowed thirty miles over

served and mounted for Mr, 
Eoths- 
child's museum at Tring. 
It 
is un- 
fortunate that tliQ tortoise should 
have died just now, since, from its 
•\ast size and great age, which mu«t 
be at least two hundred 
years, it 
would have been of considerable in- 
terest to the foreign zoologists who 
will visit the gardens during tho con- 
gress to be held this month, 
Jsothing 
is known as to the cause 
of 
death. 
The animal, however, has been oli'its 
feed for some time, 
Under natural 
conditions those great tortoises are 
said to bury 
themselves 
at certain 
seasons,just as the common European 
tortoises do at tlie approach of winter, 
and it is possible that the want of op- 
portunity to bury itself may have had 
a prejudicial elJect on 
the 
animal's 
spirits. 
Fortunately there are still in 
the gardens other specimens of 
the 
same si^ecies in excellent 
condition, 
though 
of 
smaller 
size.—London 
Btandard.
